Chairman's remarks 


1. Anne Kelly and Maggie Brien of Liaison met recently with the 
Executive Committee to discuss publicity for the coming year. 


2. Mr. R. Kerr, a graduate student in the Building Engineering 
programme, has been awarded a CMHC fellowship. 


3. The book "Digital Modulation Techniques in an Interference 
Environment" written by Prof. Feher while at Concordia has 
now been published. 


4. A request for the film on Thin Film Technology by Peter Krug 
has been received from the Phoenix Ciné Club in Hong Kong; it 
is planned to show it in the 1977 Experimental Film Exhibition. 


Invigilation during mid-term examinations 


The Secretary informed Council that the documentation relevant to the 
discussion was:

77-9-4 Student comments - Report to EFC, p. 2. 


Council adopted a motion to use Doc. 77-9-1 as the basis for discussion 
(11 for, 3 against, 1 recorded abstention). 


There was discussion as to why some of the proposals included in Doc. 
77-5-2 were not included in Doc. 77-9-1. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to consider the proposals set out 
in Doc. 77-9-1 one at a time. 


Council considered a motion to approve item 1 of Doc. 77-9-1. 
Council adopted a motion to modify item 1 to read: 


"The instructor or exceptionally, his/her delegate who must be 
a faculty member ..... " (1 recorded abstention). 


Council adopted Motion 77-9-5 as amended by Motion 77-9-6. 
Council considered a motion to approve item 2 of Doc. 77-9-1. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to replace in item 2, first line, 
the words "may be" by "shall be". 


Council adopted a motion to replace lines 3, 4, and 5 of item 2 by the 
fol lowing: 


1 - 20 students: None 


Over 20 students: One invigilator for each additional 
30 students or fraction thereof. 


(1 opposed). 
Council adopted a motion to replace line 6 of item 2 by: 


"Invigilators shall be faculty members, University staff members, 
markers, or graduate students". 


(1 recorded abstention) 
Council adopted Motion 77-9-7 as amended by Motions 77-9-8, -9, -10. 
It was agreed to add item 3f as a suggestion: 


3f) Mid-term examinations should be held in rooms having a seating 
capacity of at least twice the class enrolment. 
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Council defeated a motion to make the first two sentences of item 3a) 
of Doc. 77-9-1 mandatory (1 for, 1 recorded abstention). 


Council adopted a motion to replace item 3a) of Doc. 77-9-1 by the 
following mandatory procedure: 


Test papers must be formulated such that students can write their 
answers in space provided on the question paper itself, or alter- 
natively, 


Instructors must provide University examination booklets which must 
be used by students for recording their answers. In either case, 
these answer papers or booklets must be identified by the instructor. 
For example, they could be numbered or initialled by the instructor 
during the examination. (1 opposed) 


Council adopted a motion to make item 3b) of Doc. 77-9-1 mandatory 
(9 for, 5 against). 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to replace item 3d) by the following 
mandatory procedure: 


"Students may not leave the examination room during the last 10 
minutes of the examination". 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to adopt items 3c) and 3e) as 
suggested procedures. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to adopt item 3f) as a suggested 
procedure. 


Council defeated a motion to add item 3g) as a suggestion: 


"In cases where the examination room is too small, two or more 
versions of the examination should be used" (6 for, 9 against). 


It was asked whether a violation of any of the regulations just approved 
would result in the examination being invalidated. The Chairman and the 
Vice-Rector answered that normally it would not. 


Undergraduate curriculum changes 


The Assistant Dean informed Council that UCCC had recommended that the 
title of the proposed course ENGR C281 be changed from Technical Writing 
to Technical Literature. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to Senate the change 
proposed in item 25 above. 


Building Engineering programme 


The Assistant Dean drew Council's attention to Doc. 77-9-3, the proposal 
for the Building Engineering programme, as it had been transmitted to 
Senate. He noted that, as requested by Council, the proposed title for 
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the programme had been reconsidered by the Executive Committee, and 
that the Committee recommended that no change be made to the title. 

He also noted that as requested by Council certain editorial modifi- 
cations had been made to some course descriptions, and that two course 
numbers had been interchanged. He finally noted that UCCC supported 
the proposal subject to the following modifications: 


p. 12, under the subsection entitled Admission, the words “with high 
standing" be removed. 


p. 17, the first line of item 2 be reworded as "In order to remain 
in the programme, students must" 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to BGS and Senate 
the approval of the programme in Building Engineering, as set out 
in Doc. 77-9-3, subject to the modifications recommended by UCCC as 
set out in item 27 above. 


Appointments and Elections 


The Chairman informed Council that Prof. Giguere had won the recent 
election to Senate. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint Prof. J.C. Giguere to 
Senate until 3] May 1980. 


Chairman informed Council that it was necessary to replace Prof. du 
Plessis on the Senate Committee on Priorities and Resource Allocation. 
He will accordingly issue a call for nominations. 


Cheating and Plagiarism 


The Secretary drew Council's attention to Doc. 77-9-2, a proposal 
of the Executive Committee for the establishment of a Committee on 
Honourable Conduct. He also noted that EUSC had commented on this 
proposal (Doc. 77-9-6). 


Council considered a motion to recommend to Senate the establishment of 
a Committee for Honourable Conduct, whose composition and mandate would 
be as set out in Doc. 77-9-2. 


It was agreed to consider Doc. 77-9-2 one item at a time. 


Council defeated a motion to alter the beginning of the term of office 
from 1 October to 1 June (2 in favour). 


Council defeated a motion to have the members of the committee drawn by 
lot from members of the two panels (2 recorded abstentions). 


Council defeated a motion to specify that the quorum must include one 
student member (2 in favour). 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to amend item 2.4 to include the 
underlined phrase: 
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"If the student has failed to respond within the prescribed time 


limit to the Chairman's .... 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to amend item 2.6 to include the 
underlined phrase: 


" ... the Committee and the Student will have the right .... 


Council unanimously adopted Motion 77-9-21 as amended by Motions 
77-9-25 and -26. 


Academic re-evaluation 


Prof. Giguere drew Council's attention to the Senate debate on academic 
re-evaluation and summarized the set of "straw votes" taken at Senate 

(Doc. 77-9-7). He noted that the Steering Committee of Senate had been 
asked to formulate a proposal based on the straw votes. Prof. Xistris 


- outlined the elements of this proposal 


Some members voiced their dissatisfaction with the proposals before 
Senate. 


The Secretary tabled Doc. 77-9-8 for consideration. 
Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve in principle items 1-6 


of Doc. 77-9-8 as representing Council's stance on the question of re- 
evaluation, and to approve item 7 as a specific request to Senate. 


Student comments 


Mr. Gladstone drew Council's attention to Doc. 77-9-9. The Assistant 
Dean agreed to investigate the bookstore problem. 


Appointments to ad hoc Committee on Course Evaluations 


It was agreed to appoint at once members to this Committee. Profs. 
Habashi, Krantzberg, Ramamurthy and Vidyasagar were nominated. As a 
result of secret ballotting, Profs. Habashi and Vidyasagar were elected. 


Once the total membership is known, the Chairman will ask one of the 
members to call the first meeting.
